borne in mind that Jesus was speaking to a wicked sect called Sadducees, who 


did not believe in the resurrection, nor understand the power of that Priest- 
hood which is after the order of the Son of God. They were speaking ‘of 


4 seven brethren”.that were with them,” who, according to the law of Moses, 


had each in turn married the same woman, and they desired to know—tempt- 
ing him—whose wife.she would be in the resurrection. Well might Jesus 
Snewer, In the resurrection they neither marry, nor are given in marriage, 


or In effect that she would be the wife of neither of them, and that they would 


be without wives or children in the resarrection. Why?! Because they were 
unbelievers in the true faith,—wicked people, who denied the resurrection and 
were seeking occasion against the Lord to destroy him. It was very proper 


| that such characters should not enjoy the privileges and blessings of matrimony 


in and after the resurrection, for they were unworthy of them while in the 


flesh. But if those who wilfully shut their eyes and close their hearts against 


the knowledge of the truth and ‘‘ the power ‘of God,” are denied this glorious 


privilege, will such as do not err but ee ‘the power of God,“ 


or even those who have died without a knowledge of the perfect law but vai 
up to the light they had received, be precluded from these privileges and bless- 
ings? ‘We answer, ho,—it is nonsense to suppose that the righteous will be 
deprived of blessings because the wicked are. But there is perfect order in the 


kingdom of heaven, and that driler must be understood and observed by the 


“children of the kingdom,” in order to attain to a fullness of the * 

Paul says, “Bat 1 would have you know that the weet of every man is 
Christ, and the head of the woman is the man, and the head of Christ i is God.”

To the candid mind it must be very evident that Christ did not mean that 
there were to be no married people to come up in the resurrection. The ques- 
tion asked by the Sadducees directly implies the general belief in the existence 
of the marriage state in and after the resurrection, and Jesus did not deny 
this inference, but answered them according to their folly, upbraiding them for 
being ignorant of the Scriptures and the power of God, leaving them con- 
founded and no wiser for their attempt to entrap him. Thus we see that 
“Man is not without the woman, neither woman without the man in Christ.” 

‘Neither i is perfect without the other, before nor after death, but that only : 
those whom God hath joined together,” according to his own law, by his 
own power, in the manner prescribed by himself, will come up in the resur- 
‘ rection as husband and wife. They will possess the power of endless lives”
